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Results of Volunteer 
Registration Announced: 


Objective Not Reached 





Efforts of Women Praised 
In Survey of War Effort 





The closing of the booths on Monday of this week marked 
the end of the Volunteer War Work Registration by the students 
of McGill. The official results of the registration were received 
last night, and reports show that it fell slightly short of the objec- 
tive of 600 set by the War Council, 

Of the five hundred students who registered for the volunteer 
reserve, two hundred and forty-one were women. This, stated the 
chairman of the committee in charge, shows a commendable spirit 
of co-operation on the part of the omen students at the Univer- 
sity, but, at the same time, points to a regrettable lack of effort 
on the part of the men stludents, particularly those in the faculty 
of Arts and Science. One hundred and eight students volunteered 
as blood donors and seventy-one of these were men. 


Students were given the oppor- 
tunity of offering to do part-time 
work in industry, and ninety-two 
students expressed their willingness 
to do this without pay, while one 
hundred and sixty more volunteer- 
ed to do this for a salary. 


Students Favour Surlax 


In the questionnaires, which were 
filled out, students were asked 
whether they would be in favour 
of a ten per cent surtax on all cam- 
pus events at which an admission 
fee was charged. The reply was in 
the affirmative vote of nearly 
seventy-two per cent. Six per cent 
of the students were non-committal 
on the subject, 


The registration was comprehen- 
sive, pertaining to every branch of 
war work in which McGill stu- 
dents can take part at the moment. 
This included both occasional and 
regular volunteering as Guinea- 
pigs for the Research Council, a 
registration which was conducted 
scparately last year. 

The majority of the registrants 
signed up to do work for the War 
Council by typing and filing, can- 
vassing, making posters, and attend- 
ing to publicity. A number of 
those who offered thelr services 
for typing and filing. and also for 
canvassing, will be called upon in 
the near future, 


Students who wish to do so may 
still register through representa- 
tives of the war council in their 
faculty or club, or through any of 
these whom they are able to con- 
tact.

In order that the University may 
comply with the request of the Brit- 
ish authoriteis, each student, now 
at McGill, who has arrived in Can- 
ada after the outbreak of the war, 
is required to report at once to the 
Registrar’s Office. This is neces 
sary because in some cases & is 
found that British students have met 
given their home address on their 
registration card. 

A statement has been received 
from the Right Honourable Mal- 
colm MacDonald, High Commis- 
sioner, in Ottawa, concerning the 
university education of boys and 
girls evacuated from the United 
Kingdom to Canada since the be- 
ginning of the war, The following 
is the statement issued: 

At the beginning of the war the 
rule was laid down by the Exchange 
Control authorities in the United 
Kingdom that transfers of money

The Third Dove Has Flown | 


(An Obituary) 





‘It is hard to judge anyone who has left his 
earthly sphere especially if it is anyone like the 
late Stephan Zweig. He was not tortured by 
poverty; he did not lack fame. There were few 
people who could transcend the practicalities 
of life and perceive the beautiful and the 
aesthetic as could Stephan Zweig. It is quite 
true that he did not always have what could 
really be called a “home,” but was he not the 
man of the world, who continually wandered, 
continually searched, integrated himself into the 


| problems of mankind, and used as his back- 


grounds and heroes the yesterday and the today 
—Erasmus of Rotterdam and Amerigo Vespucci 


Dostolevsky and Freud? Why then, did he go?: 


To give an answer here is not my intention, 
but rather retell a story, a story by Stephan 
Zweig. 

The story is called, “The Tale of the Third 
Dove.” In the book of Genesis, as you all know, 
it is narrated how Noah sent out three doves 
into the “deluge” to see if the flood had already 
receded, The first dove flew and flew and 
eventually returned to the ark. for she could 
find no place dry. Seven days later, Noah sent 
the second dove to ascertain if there was any 
sign yet of the flood leaving the face of the 
earth—and the second dove returned carrying 
en olive branch—the first sign of dryness. The 
third and. Jast dove was sent out seven days 
later to reconnoitre, but alas the third dove— 
“returned not.” 

What happened to the third dove? Where 
did she disappear? Stephan Zweig gives the 
answer in his story: 

The-third dove left Noah's narrow and noisy 
ark and-set out over the fresh new earth. The 
waters shimmered in the deep, the forests re- 
sembled soft moss, the sky was pure and blue 
and the sun broke her rays on the high moun- 
tain tops. The dove flew o'er the beautiful new 
world, Over land and seas, and in her flight 
she lazily began to dream; and dreaming thus 
she herself became a winged dream. 

Thus she flew, the third dove, over an 
empty world, ‘farther and farther, till her wings 
became heavy and her feathers became like 
lead, She eventually set herself down in a deep 
forest and found a nest for herself. Year upon 
year passed and Death forgot lier. For all the 
animals that remained over from the first world 
(that is before the flood) could not die. The 
forgotten dove, wound in the web of her dreams, 
sometimes heard the cries of the earth, but re- 
mained in her nest. 


All of a sudden, the forest begins to tremble, 
A war has broken out between man and man. 
There is such thunderous noise as if the earth 
herself were going to break in two. Frighten- 
ing machines throw fire and death. The air 
is filled with bullets and shells. The dove 
awakened {rom her dream and set out once 
more over the great earth to seek a nest. On 


and on she files in search of péace, but only | 


war is her discovery. A sea of blood and fire 
covers the earth, a new deluge; and even today 
she has not found rest, Mankind has not found 
peace, and til] it does, the dove will not return 
home. ... 


No ore has ever seen the dove, But when 
we awake in the middle of the night, frighten- 
ed and not knowing why, we hear a rushing 
in the air above... it is the third dove who 
has lose her way, and has come to tell us our 
fate. . .. 

Zweig himself, the teller of this legend, had 
something of the third dove in him. ‘Till the 


first world war he rested in his magically spun. 


world of beauty, The thunder of the first world 
war chased him from his nest—the nest of the 
old, elegant highly-civilized, artistic Vienna— 
and he started wandering seeking peace. He 
flew and flew, but always looked back to the 
nest he had left; for it had become an- ivory 
tower in his mind... The thunder of the second 
world War caught him up in London, New 
York, Rio de Janeiro; he suddenly realized that 
he would never see his first nest again, and 
he lost the will to fly—and fell. 

But the yearning of the third dove for peace 
and rest wil always haunt mankind

ing armaments, in forming armies, 
in boosting the sale of Victory 
Bonds. It does mean that we must 
rouse ourselves from the narrow, 
selfish, and materialistic attitudes 
that characterized too many Can- 
adians before the war, and that still 
characterize many Canadians. 

It does mean that we must de- 
velop a new social consciousness, 
an awareness of world events, a de- 
sire to find the truth, and a de- 
sire to change the world about you 


| to conform with the highest social 


ideals. To use a rather ugly, but 
forceful phrase, there must be total 
mobHization on the intellectual

The speed Is not mon- 
opolized by one line, but Read, 
is the last contest, was on the 
Ice for more than half the game.

In my time I have known several 
men who made their living by the 
sale of milk. In considering this 
section of my acquaintance, 1 find 
that these men were, without ex- 
ception, of a smooth and bland tem- 
perament varied pleasingly by a 
quiet, slightly ironic humor. Today, 
when I explained to a novice milk- 
man the intricacies of our financial 
relation with his employer, this 
bland and ironic disposition was 
brought again to my mind's eye, 
and, thinking how well this new 
member of the company fitted what 
is apparently a traditional mould, 
I wondered what pattern of cir- 
cumstance, what characteristic en- 
vironment, created such a à happy 
personality, 

I thought first of the milkman’s 
provender. Milk is a soothing bev- 
erage, a liquid so mild and—can 
one say?—soft that its consumption 
might affect the character. As we 
well know, hungry babies are ob- 
noxious creatures, but a baby full 
of milk is, apart from the fact of 
its babyhood, fairly tolerable. The 
peasants of certain ‘pastoral dis- 
tricts in Europe, who live largely 
on milk and milk products, attain 
great age: great age presupposes a 
tranquility of mind -and ‘body to 
sustain it fitly. Could the drink- 
ing of milk be the secret of an 
equable mind? 


Perhaps so. But,’ you say, your 


milkmen only sell milk, and do not 
necessarily imbibe. How, I answer, 
could anyone who threads the city 
Streets, scattering. the quart-and- 
pint-sized seeds of peace on the 


doorsteps of a troubled world, pre- |' 


vent himself from being imbued 
with a consciousness of his mission? 
It is only natural, right and proper 
for such a one to Be saturated with 
a philosophic conception of an ideal 
world; his inner soul becomes mist- 


ed with a dream of quiet that ex- 


pands and pervades his whole be- 
ing. The cynicism of our sad day is 
softened to gentle irony. Then, too, 
we must consider the hour of the 
milkman’s labour. He rises while it 
fs yet night; and plies his gentle

ignorance is pathetic, and must be 
especially so to one who sees it 
habitually.
